In an action before an 
international tribunal in ° 
Geneva in 1872, the United 
States Government, was 
awarded £807,375 sterling 
damages from the British 
Crown, in ‘compensation 
for ships ‘sunk by the She- 
nandoah after she left Vic- 
toria.
